In  June  1985  Southern  Baptists  gathered  in  Dallas, 
Texas.  More  than  45,000  messengers  met  as  the 
"Battle  for  the  Bible"  reached  a  feverish  pitch.  On 
Monday  night  prior  to  the  Convention's  two  day 
meeting,  Dr.  W.A.  Criswell  closed  out  the  Pastors 
Conference.  The  title  of  his  address:  "Whether 
We  Live  or  Die."  He  knew  our  denomination  was 
at  a  crossroads  and  that  the  decisions  we  would 
make  would  chart  our  course  in  the  years  ahead.  He 
was  convinced  that  we  had  before  us  two  options: 
one  road  would  lead  to  life  and  usefulness  for  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  The  other  would  lead  to  decline 
and  eventually  death.  Much  was  on  the  line. 

The  dawn  of  a  new  century  confronts  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  with  significant  new  challenges. 
Southern  Baptists,  in  particular,  have  entered  a 
zone  of  generational  transition  that  is  exciting,  but 
also  uncertain.  The  death  of  Adrian  Rogers  is,  in 
my  judgment,  the  symbolic  moment  that  signaled 
a  new  day  in  terms  of  leadership  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  There  is  a  great  need  in  our 
day  for  godly  men  who  can  lead  us  to  glorify  God, 
build  the  Church,  and  evangelize  the  nations.  We 
need  men  of  character 
and  substance,  vision 
and  wisdom,  humility 
and  conviction.  We 
desperately  need  leaders 
who  can  guide  us  and  challenge  us. 

I  am  convinced  we  need  men  with  a  vision 
for  what  can  be  called  "A  Great  Commission 
Resurgence."  Building  on  the  "Conservative 
Resurgence"  that  was  initiated  in  1979, 1  believe  the 
time  has  come  lor  us  to  focus  on  the  great  task  the 
Lord  Jesus  left  us  as  He  ascended  back  into  heaven 
(Matthew  28:  16-20;  Acts  1:8). 


From  the  President 


A  true  and  genuine  Great  Commission 
Resurgence  will,  of  necessity,  be  wed  to  a  strong  and 
healthy  theology.  Such  a  theology  will  have  definite 
and  non-negotiable  parameters.  However,  it  will 
avoid  a  suffocating  system  that  paralyzes  our  passion 
to  be  aggressive  in  our  personal  witness  and  take  the 
gospel  to  the  nations. 

In  this  context,  I  want  to  raise  and  attempt  to 
answer  two  questions:  l)  Why  should  we  come 
together  in  a  Great  Commission  Resurgence?  2) 
How  can  we  come  together  in  a  Great  Commission 
Resurgence? 

I  believe  there  are  a  number  of  compelling 
reasons  why  we  should  be  able  to  come  together  in  a 
Great  Commission  Resurgence.  Let  me  make  seven 
observations. 

1.  We  are  in  agreement  as  to  a  common 
Confession  of  Faith  to  guide  us,  The  Baptist  Faith 
and  Message  2000.  This  statement  is  not  perfect 
nor  is  it  exhaustive.  However,  it  is  sufficient  to 
provide  a  theological  consensus  for  our  cooperation 
in  obeying  the  Great  Commission. 

2.  We  are  in  agreement  on  the  inerrancy, 
infallibility  and 
sufficiency      of  the 


Bible. 


Though 


the  precise  terms 
of  "inerrancy"  and 
"infallibility"  do  not  appear  in  article  I  on  "the 
Scriptures,"  the  affirmation  that  "all  Scripture  is 
totally  true  and  trustworthy"  equates  to  the  same. 
Now  some  would  say  the  battle  for  the  Bible  has  been 
won  and  it  is  time  to  move  on.  I  would  sound  a  word 
of  warning.  The  battle  over  the  Word  of  God  did  not 
begin  in  1979,  it  started  in  the  Garden  of  Eden.  The 
battle  for  biblical  authority  will  never  be  completely 
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on  Resurgence 


and  finally  won  until  Jesus  returns  again. 

3.  We  are  in  agreement  on  the  necessity  of 
a  regenerate  church.  Historically  a  regenerate 
church  has  always  been  a  characteristic  of  Baptist 
theology,  and  it  is  evident  we  have  some  serious 
work  to  do  in  this  area.  However,  let  us  lead  the 
way  in  educating  our  people  to  think  more  biblically 
about  this  vital  doctrine.  Let's  shepherd  them  in  the 
right  theological  direction. 

4.  We  are  in  agreement  on  the  exclusivity  of 
the  gospel.  We  are  bound  by  the  witness  of  Jesus 
(John  14:6),  Peter  (Acts  4:12)  and  Paul  (1  Tim. 
2:5).  It  is  our  agreement  on  this  theological  tenet 
that  should  serve  as  a  major  motivation  for  a  revived 
devotion  to  the  Great  Commission.  People  are 
lost,  eternally  lost,  without  Christ.  And,  our  Lord 
came,  by  His  own  confession,  "to  seek  and  save  that 
which  is  lost"  (Luke  19: 10).  Charles  Spurgeon  says, 
"Someone  asked  will  the  heathen  who  have  never 
heard  the  Gospel  be  saved?  It  is  more  a  question 
with  me  whether  we  -  who  have  the  Gospel  and  fail 
to  give  it  to  those  who  have  not  -  can  be  saved." 

5.  We  are  in  agreement  on  the  sinfulness  and 
lostness  of  humanity  apart  from  Christ.  We  are 
sinners  both  by  nature  and  by  choice.  All  aspects 
of  our  being  is  infected  with  the  disease  of  sin.  As  a 
result  no  one  seeks  after  God  apart  from  the  initiating 
work  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

6.  We  are  in  agreement  that  salvation  is  by 
grace  alone  through  faith  alone  in  Christ  alone. 
Salvation  is  a  tree  gift  in  which  human  works  plays 
no  part.  In  our  doctrine  of  salvation,  we  start  with 
God  and  not  man.  We  all  agree  on  this.  The  Bible 
affirms  that  salvation  is  from  the  Lord  (Jonah  2:9) 
and  that  by  grace  you  are  saved  through  faith,  and 
this  is  not  from  yourselves;  it  is  God's  gift  -  not  from 


works,  so  that  no  one  can  boast  (Ephesians  2:8-9). 
The  Bible  teaches  that  salvation  is  God's  work.  He  is 
the  author  and  finisher  of  our  faith  (Hebrews  12:2). 
He  takes  the  initiative.  He  is  the  true  Seeker!  And 
yet  the  Bible  also  teaches  that  we  must  respond  and 
that  we  are  responsible  to  repent  and  exercise  faith 

There  is  a  great  need  in  our  day  for  godly 
men  who  can  lead  us  to  glorify  God,  build 
the  Church,  and  evangelize  the  nations. 
We  need  men  of  character  and  substance, 
vision  and  wisdom,  humility  and  conviction. 
We  desperately  need  leaders  who  can  guide 
us  and  challenge  us. 

in  Christ.  There  is  a  clear  biblical  balance  that  must 
be  maintained. 

Together  we  can  confess  that  the  Bible  teaches 
that  God  predestines  and  elects  persons  to  salvation, 
but  that  He  does  so  in  such  a  way  as  to  do  no  violence 
to  their  freewill  and  responsibility  to  repent  from 
sin  and  believe  the  Gospel.  Is  there  a  tension  here? 
Yes.  Is  there  divine  mystery?  Absolutely!  (Romans 
11:33). 

7.  We  are  in  agreement  that  the  Great 
Commission  is  a  divinely  mandated  assignment 
given  to  the  Church  by  the  Lord  Jesus  and  that 
it  is  a  task  we  are  to  give  ourselves  until  the  end 
of  the  age.  Tire  modern  missionary  movement  was 
launched  by  a  Baptist.  His  name  was  William  Carey. 
Like  our  forefather,  we  must  not  neglect  Christ's 
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command,  disobey  his  last  words,  and  miss  the 
promised  blessing  that  attends  all  who  take  up  the 
holy  assignment  of  getting  the  gospel  to  the  nations. 

Let  me  move  to  address  the  second  question  we 
must  consider:  How  can  we  come  together  in  a  Great 
Commission  Resurgence?  I  have  five  propositions 
for  us  to  think  about. 

1.  We  need  a  sound  theology,  not  a  soft 
theology  or  a  straight-jacket  theology.  Our 
agreement  on  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  2000 
is  an  asset,  not  a  weakness.  It  is  a  plus  and  not  a 
minus. 

Our  Confession  is  a  solid  foundation  for  a  sound 


I  believe  (we  must)  let  a  biblical  theology 
drive,  determine  and  dictate  our  systematic 
theology.  We  must  have  a  text-driven 
theological  system.  This  will  enable  us  to 
avoid  those  theological  ghettos  that  may 
espouse  a  nice,  neat  theological  system,  but 
that  do  so  at  the  expense  of  a  wholesome, 
well-rounded  and  comprehensive  theology. 


theology  that  avoids  the  pitfalls  and  quicksand  of  a 
straight-jacket  theology.  Do  we  want,  do  we  need, 
a  theology  that  rules  "out  of  bounds"  open  theism, 
universalism  and  inclusivism,  faulty  perspectives 
on  the  atonement,  gender-role  confusion,  works 
salvation,  apostasy  of  true  believers,  infant  baptism 
and  non-congregational  ecclesiologies?  Yes  we  do. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  must  also  be  on  guard 
against  a  straight-jacket  theology  that  would  bind  us 
and  potentially  suffocate  us.  I  have  Calvinist  friends 
who  say  they  hope  and  pray  for  the  day  when  all  of 
our  seminaries  have  presidents  and  faculties  that  are 
5-point  Calvinist.  Is  this  my  vision  for  the  future  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention?  No,  it  is  not. 

I  also  have  friends  who  pray  Calvinism  and 
Calvinists  will  just  go  away.  Is  this  my  vision  for  the 
future  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention?  No,  it 
is  not.  Either  perspective  is  too  extreme  and  will 
weaken  our  denomination.  Either  perspective  also 
ignores  a  major  stream  in  our  historical  identity.  We 
are  better  than  this.  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message 


2000  is  a  well-constructed  canopy  under  which 
varying  perspectives  on  issues  like  Calvinism  can 
peacefully  and  helpfully  co-exist. 

2.  We  need  to  let  a  biblical  theology  drive 
and  determine  our  systematic  theology.  Any 
theological  system  runs  the  danger  of  becoming  a 
master  rather  than  a  servant  to  the  biblical  revelation. 
This  is  true  of  any  system  of  theology,  whether  it  is 
Calvinism  or  Arminianism;  Dispensationalism  or 
Covenant  Theology;  Roman  Catholicism,  Greek 
Orthodoxy  or  even  some  forms  of  Evangelicalism. 

I  believe  the  safeguard  that  will  keep  us  from 
falling  into  this  theological  trap  is  to  let  a  biblical 
theology  drive,  determine  and  dictate  our  systematic 
theology.  We  must  have  a  text-driven  theological 
system.  This  will  enable  us  to  avoid  those  theological 
ghettos  that  may  espouse  a  nice,  neat  theological 
system,  but  that  do  so  at  the  expense  of  a  wholesome, 
well-rounded  and  comprehensive  theology. 

3.  We  need  a  revival  of  authentic  expository 
preaching  that  will  lead  us  to  be  genuine  people 
of  the  book.  Our  denomination  has  suffered,  and 
suffered  terribly,  because  of  the  absence  of  true  and 
authentic  biblical  exposition.  Unfortunately  we 
have  a  generation  of  preachers,  good  and  godly  men, 
who  believe  themselves  to  be  expositors,  when  what 
they  do  in  the  pulpit  betrays  their  confession.  Too 
much  of  our  SBC  preaching  sounds  like  the  classic 
liberal  Harry  Emerson  Fosdick  who  used  the  pulpit 
as  a  counseling  office  and  a  self-help  seminar. 

In  the  days  ahead  we  must  aggressively  pursue 
a  pulpit  agenda  of  what  I  would  call  "engaging 
theological  exposition."  We  must  wed  substance 
and  style,  content  and  delivery.  We  must  teach  the 
whole  counsel  of  Scripture  book  by  book,  chapter  by 
chapter,  verse  by  verse  and  word  by  word. 

Authentic  exposition  will  recapture  the  truth  of 
Luke  24  that  all  of  the  Bible  testifies  to  Christ.  It  will 
pursue  this  task  in  light  of  the  Grand  Redemptive 
Story  of  Scripture.  Moralistic  and  self-help  preaching 
will  be  set  aside  as  weak  and  wholly  inadequate  in 
building  healthy  churches  and  healthy  doctrine. 
Rather,  we  will  preach  the  Bible  in  such  a  way  that 
Jesus  is  always  seen  as  the  hero  and  Savior  of  sinners 
who  cannot  save  themselves. 

4.  We  need  the  balance  of  a  Great 
Commission  Theology.  In  1  Corinthians  11:1 
the  apostle  Paul  makes  a  remarkable  statement: 
"imitate  me  as  I  imitate  Christ."  I  would  submit  to 
all  of  us  that  is  exactly  what  we  need  to  do  as  we  join 
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in  an  unbreakable  and  permanent  union  the  twin 
disciplines  of  theology  and  missions.  I  am  convinced 
that  the  greatest  missionary  and  theologian  who 
ever  lived  was  Jesus.  I  believe  the  greatest  Christian 
missionary  and  theologian  who  ever  lived  was  Paul. 

Let  me  ask  a  question  for  all  of  us  to  think  about: 
Is  your  theology  leading  you  to  go  to  the  nations 
with  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ?  Are  you  building, 
where  you  serve,  a  Great  Commission  church?  Do 
you  pine  for  the  salvation  of  the  lost  with  the  same 
zeal  that  you  pine  for  theology?  Good  missionaries 
will  be  good  theologians,  and  good  theologians  will 
be  good  missionaries. 

5.  We  need  to  love  and  respect  each  other  as 
brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  even  though  we 
are  not  in  complete  agreement  on  every  point  of 
theology. 

We  must  never  forget  that  it  is  not  by  a  perfect 
theology  that  the  world  will  know  we  are  Christians. 
It  is  by  the  way  we  love  one  another.  Approximately 
six  months  before  he  died  I  had  lunch  with  Adrian 
Rogers  in  Memphis.  We  talked  about  the  current 
state  of  the  SBC,  the  conflicts  and  confusion.  With 
his  typical  wisdom  and  insight  he  gave  an  analogy 
that  captured  perfectly  where  we  are  and  why  we  are 
here. 

During  the  Conservative  Resurgence,  Bible 
believing  Southern  Baptists  stood  shoulder 
to  shoulder  as  we  faced  an  enemy,  theological 
liberalism,  that  would  destroy  us  if  given  the  chance. 
Minor  differences  in  theology  and  methodology  did 
not  trouble  us  because  our  attention  was  directed 
towarcis  our  common  enemy.  Today,  we  do  not  find 
ourselves  shoulder  to  shoulder  on  the  battlefield. 
Now  we  are  in  the  barracks  looking  face  to  face  into 
each  others  eyes.  Because  many  of  us  are  in  the  habit 
of  fighting,  we  are  now  fighting,  not  the  real  enemy, 
but  one  another.  The  real  enemy  is  Satan,  the  world 
and  the  flesh.  What  we  need  to  do  is  get  back  on  the 
battlefield  and  engage  once  again  our  real  opponent 
and  adversary. 

So,  will  we  live  or  will  we  die  ?  I  make  my  choice  for 
life  in  a  passionate  pursuit  of  the  Great  Commission. 
It  is  my  hope  and  my  prayer  that  you  will  join  me. 


Speas  wants  revival 
in  NC  convention

November,  held 
in  Greensboro. 

Speas 
currently  serves 
as  pastor  of  Old 
Town  Baptist 
Church  in 
Winston-Salem, 
NC,  where  he

nine  years. 

Speas  said 

Rick  Speas    being  president 

of    the  state 
convention  will  not  change  his  priorities. 

"Obviously  with  the  added  responsibilities 
that  come  with  serving  as  an  officer  in  the 
convention,  I  have  to  manage  my  time 
much  more  closely.  I  will  not  relinquish  any 
responsibilities  at  my  church  nor  do  I  want  to 
neglect  in  any  way  my  family,"  Speas  said. "  (The 
new  position)  will  keep  me  on  my  knees  longer 
and  in  the  car  more." 

Along  with  his 
added  responsibilities, 
he  said  he  is  looking 
forward  to  the  benefits 
of  the  position.  "So  far 

I  have  been  receiving  invitations  to  speak 
to  churches  and  different  pastor  groups 
and  associations  throughout  the  state.  I  am 
honored  at  these  invitations  and  am  resolved 
to  accept  as  many  as  I  possibly  can.  I  love 
North  Carolina  and  I  love  North  Carolina 
Baptists,"    Speas    said.    "We    have  some 
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wonderful  people  throughout  the  state  and 
one  of  the  joys  of  serving  in  this  position  is 
that  I  get  to  meet  so  many  tremendous  men 
and  women  who  are  faithfully  serving  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ." 

Speas  said  that  in  looking  ahead  to  what 
he  would  like  to  accomplish  during  his  time 
as  president,  he  "is  praying  that  the  Lord  can 
use  me  to  encourage  pastors  and  churches 
throughout  the  state." 

"I  think  you  will  see  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina  more  closely 
identified  in  the  years  ahead  with  its  efforts 
in  evangelism,  missions  and  church  planting," 
he  said.  "We  are  intentionally  seeking  ways 
to  address  and  minister  to  some  of  the  social 
needs  facing  our  society  today." 

Speas  said  his  Southeastern  training 
helped  to  prepare  him  for  his  ministry,  both  as 
a  pastor  and  now  as  president.  "I  learned  that 
while  Baptists  come  in  a  variety  of  distinctions, 
tor  the  most  part,  we  have  a  sincere  desire  to  be 
Great  Commission  people... At  Southeastern 
I  was  able  to  interact  and  become  friends  with 
folks  who  may  think  a  little  differently  than  I  do 
about  some  issues,  but  through  our  differences 
we  found  our  common  ground  in  the  Word  of 
God,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  desire  to 
share  the  gospel." 

"I  am  truly  humbled  and  honored  to  be 
able  to  share  in  His 
Kingdom's  work  with 
some  of  the  most 
God-fearing,  Christ- 
honoring,  gospel- 
sharing  people  I've  ever 
known,"  Speas  said.  "I  simply  want  to  thank 
God  and  to  thank  North  Carolina  Baptists  for 
the  special  honor  of  serving  as  president  of  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina." 

Speas  is  married  to  Lesley,  his  wife  of 
19  years.  Together  they  have  two  children, 
Christen  and  Jonathan,  who  are  16  years  old. 
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Akin,  along  with  other  prominent  Southern  Baptist 
leaders,  are  leading  the  way  in  calling  for  reform  and  unity 
among  increasingly-fragmented  Southern  Baptists  by  urging 
a  focus  on  the  Great  Commission  among  all  areas  of  life  and 
ministry. 

Akin  said  he  began  dialoguing  with  other  leaders  last 
spring  over  the  future  of  the  SBC.  Looking  at  the  convention 
as  a  whole,  Akin  said  he  sees  there 
is  confusion  over  who  the  SBC  is 
and  where  it  is  going. 

"We    are    stagnant  as 
denomination.    We     are  not 

growing.  I  don't  think  anyone  would  deny  that  we  have  a 
lot  of  unhealthy  churches,"  Akin  said.  "Just  look  around. 
Any  denomination  that  is  not  Great  Commission-minded  is 
dying,  in  droves." 


Over  the  last  30  years,  Akin  said  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  been  focusing  on  defining  its  theological 
identity  based  on  the  infallible,  inerrant  word  of  God.  This 
time  period  in  the  conventions  history  has  come  to  be 
known  as  the  Conservative  Resurgence,  because  of  its  focus 
on  reclaiming  a  theologically  conservative  mindset  among 
the  leaders  and  laypeople  of  the  convention.  Akin  said  the 
Conservative  Resurgence  was  intended  for  the  eventual 
purpose  of  going  to  the  nations  and  reaching  all  people  for 
Christ,  making  disciples  and  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
Jesus. 

"We  began  to  talk  about,  Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful,  if 
growing  out  of  the  Conservative  Resurgence  there  was  a 
Great  Commission  Resurgence?'"  Akin  said.  "What  we  now 
need  is  a  refocusing  upon  the  final  words  of  Jesus  before  he 
went  back  to  heaven  which  will  enable  us  to  go  and  make 
disciples." 

The  Great  Commission 
Resurgence  is  that  refocusing  on 
Jesus'  mandate  to  "go  and  make 
disciples  of  all  nations,  baptizing 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  Son  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  teaching  them  to  obey  everything  I  have 
commanded  you."  Akin  hopes  this  renewed  emphasis  on 
the  Great  Commission  will  unite  Southern  Baptists  into  a 
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unified  voice  for  the  gospel,  thus  bringing  together  various 
factions  of  the  SBC  into  one  force  to  take  the  good  news  to 
the  nations. 

"We  have  some  theological  differences,  not  over  major 
issues,  but  over  secondary  and  tertiary  issues.  What  is  it 
that  would  allow  us  to  unite  as  a  denomination,  standing 
upon  the  word  of  God,  and  also  on  the  foundation  ot  the 
Baptist  Faith  and  Message  2000?"  Akin  said.  "It  seems  to 
me  that  what  would  bring  differing  perspectives  together 
not  in  a  monolithic  voice,  but  in  a  unified  voice,  is  the  Great 
Commission." 

He  said  he  believes  a  focus  on  the  Great  Commission  is 
one  of  the  things  that  united  Southern  Baptists  together  in 


ever  seen,"  Akin  said. 

It  is  through  the  1MB  that  over  5,000  Southern  Baptist 
missionaries  are  currently  carrying  out  the  mandate  to  "go 
and  make  disciples  of  all  nations." 

George  Robinson,  Southeastern  alum  and  incoming 
Assistant  Professor  of  Missions  and  Evangelism,  said  he  sees 
the  dual  nature  of  the  Great  Commission  in  reaching  one's 
own  community  as  well  as  reaching  the  nations. 

"Here  in  the  United  States  many  of  our  churches  are 
trying  to  decide  between  focusing  on  the  community 
around  them  or  the  nations,"  Robinson  said.  "Christ's  Great 
Commission  doesn't  give  us  an  option  between  the  two.  If 
we  are  to  be  obedient  to  Christ,  then  we  will  do  all  we  can  -

the  first  place,  and  it  is  the  goal  that  will  continue  to  unite 
and  sustain  the  convention. 

When  people  hear  the  term  "Great  Commission,"  they 
often  have  visions  ot  international  missions.  While  this  is  a 
large  part  of  Jesus'  mandate,  Akin  stressed  there  are  many 
ways  to  be  a  Great  Commission  Christian  without  being  a 
missionary  overseas. 

"Of  all  the  things  Jesus  could  have  said  before  he 
ascended  back  into  heaven,  what  he  said  in  Matthew  28  (and 
a  similar  command  in  Acts  l)  makes  it  clear  that  getting  the 
gospel  to  the  nations  is  the  priority.  It  is  preeminent,"  Akin 
said.  "My  belief  is,  if  we  can  capture  a  passionate  vision  for 
the  Great  Commission  to  get  the  gospel  to  the  nations  - 
that  cannot  but  help  us  to  do  better  in  our  nation.  It's  just  as 
important  for  us  to  share  the  gospel  with  the  person  across 
the  street  as  for  the  person  around  the  world.  It's  not  one  or 
the  other  -  it's  both." 

Therefore,  Akin  is  leading  Southeastern  to  be  a  place 
where  a  Great  Commission  Resurgence  can  take  root  and 
flourish,  not  just  in  one  degree  program  but  across  all  areas 
of  study  and  academic  life.  Outlook  talked  to  members  of 
the  Southeastern  family  in  five  particular  areas  of  Southern 
Baptist  life  to  see  what  a  Great  Commission  Resurgence 
looks  like. 

The  Great  Commission  Resurgence  and 
International  Missions 

The  International  Mission  Board,  the  international 
mission-sending  agency  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
is  one  ot  "the  greatest  soul-winning  vehicles  the  world  has 


even  at  the  risk  of  great  pain  -  to  reach  the  lost  both  in  our 
communities  and  around  the  world." 

However,  to  begin  to  change  the  tide  to  reach  the  billions 
of  people  who  have  never  heard  the  gospel,  Robinson 
believes  the  effort  must  begin  with  pastors  here  in  the 
United  States. 

"The  missionary  problem  -  that  is,  the  inequity  in  the 
number  of  people  going  out  as  international  missionaries  - 
is  actually  a  church  leadership  problem.  I've  often  thought 
that  when  a  person  senses  God's  calling  to  ministry  they  first 
go  and  talk  with  their  pastor,"  Robinson  said.  "Most  pastors 
have  limited  knowledge  of  and  experience  with  missions 
and  therefore  when  counseling  a  young  person  called  to 
ministry  they  naturally  direct  them  towards  what  they  are 
most  familiar  with...  If  they  could  only  hear  the  voices  of 
countless  millions  of  lost  (people)  without  hope,  that  live 
not  only  in  our  cities  here  in  the  U.S.,  but  in  Tokyo,  Dhaka, 
Delhi,  Mecca,  Darfur  and  beyond." 

The  chief  concern  and  hindrance  to  reaching  the  nations 
is  apathy,  though,  Robinson  said.  He  sees  the  culture  of  the 
United  States  as  continuing  to  promote  a  very  self-centered 
view,  even  within  the  church,  which  often  makes  church 
members  into  consumers  more  than  active  missionaries  in 
their  communities  and  abroad. 

"We  have  unknowingly  bred  apathy  into  our  churches 
and  created  a  consumer  mentality  with  an  insatiable  appetite 
for  all  things  'me,'"  Robinson  said.  He  added  that  as  the  world 
continues  to  "shrink,"  becoming  more  and  more  connected 
through  technology  and  travel-opportunities,  "the  leaders 
of  our  churches  must  capitalize  on  this  and  begin  to  truly 


equip  the  saints  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  rather  than 
entertaining  them  to  death." 

This  revitalization  of  a  focus  on  the  Great  Commission  is 
essential  to  international  ministry,  Robinson  said. 

"Matthew  24:14  says,  'This  gospel  of  the  kingdom 
shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world  as  a  testimony  to  every 
nation  and  then  the  end  shall  come.'  The  completion  ot  the 
Great  Commission  will  not  occur  until  churches  (not  just 
American  churches)  make  international  missions,  Christ's 
last  command,  their  priority,"  Robinson  said. 

In  order  tor  there  to  be  a  true  revitalization  and 
resurgence  ot  the  Great  Commission,  Robinson  said 
believers  must  start  making  an  effort  to  share  their  faith  in 


800  men.  Out  ot  those  events  has  grown  a  number  ot  Bible 
studies,  held  both  at  local  churches  as  well  as  in  various 
workplaces  around  the  Raleigh  area. 

"There  is  a  great  hunger  among  men  tor  meaning  and 
purpose.  Many  are  finding  that  when  they  climb  the  ladder 
of  success  and  reach  the  top,  they  discover  the  ladder  is 
leaning  against  the  wrong  wall,"  Andrews  said.  "Their  lives 
are  empty. 

"As  they  open  up  the  Bible,  many  for  the  first  time,  it  has 
been  amazing  to  sit  back  and  watch  their  lives  change.  1  could 
give  you  many  testimonies  of  men  who  came  to  the  outreach 
luncheons,  signed  Lip  tor  Bible  study  and  began  to  read  God's 
Word  tor  the  first  time.  The  veil  was  lifted  from  their  spiritual

all  situations,  not  just  ones  that  come  "pre-packaged"  as  an 
evangelistic  opportunity. 

"I  think  that  in  the  past  we  have  focused  too  much  on 
programmatic  training  and  the  result  is  that  if  you  don't  sign 
up  tor  a  program,  you  are  not  trained  to  share  the  gospel 
and  therefore  don't  share,"  Robinson  said.  "We  must  make 
evangelistic  tervor  a  core  component  of  what  it  means  to 
be  a  Southern  Baptist  follower  of  Jesus...  What  gets  talked 
about  trom  the  pulpit  eventually  gets  done...  The  result  will 
be  more  international  missionaries  and  healthier  churches  at 
home." 

The  Great  Commission  Resurgence  and 
Marketplace  Ministry 

Southeastern  alum  Russ  Andrews  is  also  contributing  to 
the  fulfillment  of  the  Great  Commission,  although  in  a  way 
which  is  more  locally  focused. 

Andrews,  who  graduated  trom  Southeastern  in  2003  and 
has  a  history  in  business  and  the  financial  industry,  felt  called 
to  the  ministry.  After  graduating,  he  and  1 2  prominent  leaders 
in  the  Raleigh  area  formed  Finding  Purpose,  a  "marketplace 
ministry  "  geared  toward  men. 

"After  a  20-year  stint  in  the  financial  industry,  I  sensed 
God  calling  me  to  go  back  into  the  same  marketplace  to 
share  the  gospel,"  Andrews  said.  "Finding  Purpose  exists  as 
an  interdenominational  ministry,  with  the  sole  purpose  of 
helping  men  find  their  purpose  in  life  by  establishing  their 
relationship  with  God  through  |esus  Christ." 

The  ministry  hosts  outreach  events,  held  at  a  local 
country  club,  which  have  gathered  anywhere  from  300  to 


eyes  and  they  began  to  see." 

Andrews  said  his  own  enthusiasm  for  reaching  the  lost 
is  largely  the  result  ot  catching  the  passion  for  the  Great 
Commission  at  both  Southeastern  and  at  his  church, 
Providence  Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh. 

"The  ministers  at  Providence  are  more  on  fire  to  take 
the  gospel  to  the  lost  right  here  in  Raleigh  and  overseas  than 
I've  ever  seen  them.  That  passion  is  spreading  among  the 
congregation,"  he  said.  In  the  same  way,  he  said  Southeastern's 
emphasis  on  the  Great  Commission  is  influencing  ministries 
such  as  his  to  reach  people  with  the  gospel.  "The  more 
Southeastern  emphasizes  evangelism  and  missions  the  more 
it  will  spread  to  ministries  like  Finding  Purpose.  Hie  best  way 
to  describes  how  it  works  is  that  'passion  is  contagious.'" 

Following  the  biblical  mandate  to  go  and  make  disciples, 
Andrews  is  seeing  men  give  their  lives  to  the  Lord  on  a 
regularly-occurring  basis.  In  turn,  they  become  passionate 
about  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  with  their  own 
friends,  families  and  coworkers. 

"Through  Finding  Purpose,  men  are  first  coming  to  know 
Jesus  Christ  as  their  Lord  and  Savior.  Second,  through  Bible 
study,  they  are  learning  that  they  now  have  a  responsibility  to 
share  this  treasure  with  others,"  Andrews  said.  "I  get  out  of 
the  way,  and  God  speaks  directly  to  them  through  His  Word. 
God  motivates  them  to  go  and  share  with  others." 

The  Great  Commission  Resurgence  and 
Youth  and  Collegiate  Ministry 

AJvin  Reid  is  seeing  an  increasing  amount  of  interest  in 
the  gospel  among  another,  younger  age  group  -  high  school 


and  college-aged  students. 

Reid,  who  holds  the  Bailey  Smith  Chair  of  evangelism  and 
is  the  associate  dean  of  proclamation  studies,  spends  much  of  his 
time  away  from  campus  working  with  the  younger  generation. 

"What  I've  discovered  about  youth  and  college  students 
is  that  this  is  a  fatherless  generation,"  Reid  said.  Reid  tries  to 
introduce  them  to  the  Father  and  always  urges  them  to  reach 
fellow  students  with  the  gospel. 

"I  speak  often  on  college  campuses  and  always  on  some 
level,  I'm  talk  about  needing  to  reach  out  on  campus.  On  several 
occasions  I  have  had  students  come  to  me  and  say,  'Hardly 
anybody  comes  here  and  tells  us  we  need  to  be  reaching  people 
on  our  campus  with  the  gospel.'" 

Reid  sees  many  youth  and  collegiate  programs  as 
ineffective  when  it  comes  to  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission, 
both  in  reaching  people  and  training  them  as  disciples  of  Christ, 

If  all  I  do  is  help  a  person  feel  better 
or  function  better,  and  they  still 
don't  know  Jesus  and  they  haven't 
moved  closer  to  God  as  a  result  of 
my  counseling,  I  may  have  just  air- 
conditioned  a  train  that  is  headed  for 
hell.  Christian  counseling  has  the  same 
aim  that  the  gospel  has.  It's  worldwide; 
it's  everybody,  everywhere  and  in 
every  part  of  our  lives. 

because  they  promote  comfort  at  the  cost  of  evangelism  and 
radical  discipleship. 

"I  was  talking  to  some  of  my  (seminary)  students  the  other 
night  and  I  said,  'Some  of  you,  if  you're  going  to  be  serious 
about  the  Great  Commission,  you're  going  to  have  to  change 
jobs.  You're  living  in  seminary  housing,  you're  on  the  campus 
all  the  time,  and  you  work  at  a  church.  You're  going  to  have  to 
change  something.  You're  nowhere  around  lost  people.'  That 
can't  be  good.  That  can't  be  healthy.  That's  the  mindset  that  has 
to  change,"  Reid  said. 

For  students  to  effectively  transition  out  of  the  shelter  of  the 
church,  Reid  said  they  must  move  away  from  having  a  sense  of 
"Christian  entitlement." 

"One  of  the  things  we  have  to  change  is  we  have  to  move  from 
an  'entitled'  group  in  culture  -  'We're  the  Christians,  you  should 
come  to  our  church'  -  to  a  missionary  and  missional  stance  that 


we  are  aliens  in  our  culture,"  he  said.  "We  are  missionaries,  and 
if  we  think  like  missionaries  in  Wake  Forest  the  same  way  we 
would  in  Bogota,  then  we  might  live  differently." 

Reid  said  it  is  time  for  a  retocusing  on  priorities. 

"We  need  a  Great  Commission  resurgence.  We  don't  think 
like  Great  Commission  Christians.  We  don't  see  the  world  from 
the  perspective  of  the  Great  Commission.  We  see  the  world 
from  the  perspective  of,  'What's  in  it  for  me?'  Reid  said. 

"You  can't  have  a  resurgence  in  our  practice  without  a 
resurgence  in  our  theology.  That's  what  makes  me  feel  good 
about  the  future.  I  think  it's  healthy  that  we  had  a  Conservative 
Resurgence  to  stand  on  the  word  of  God.  That  has  to  come  first. 
But,  that's  not  enough,  and  that's  the  point.  It's  vital,  but  it's  not 
final.  Now,  we  have  got  to  build  on  that." 

The  Great  Commission  Resurgence  and 
Biblical  Counseling 

Christians  involved  in  Biblical  counseling  are  doing 
their  part  to  fulfill  the  Great  Commission  as  well,  said  Sam 
Williams. 

The  dual  purposes  of  counseling  relate  directly  to  the 
fulfillment  of  the  Great  Commission,  said  Williams,  who  is 
an  associate  professor  of  counseling  at  Southeastern. 

"I  think  any  form  of  counseling  that  deserves  the  name 
of  Christ  must  be  both  messianic  and  missional,"  he  said. 

Williams  said  the  focus  of  any  counseling  that  bears  the 
name  ofjesus  must  be  both  Christ-centered  as  well  as  focused 
on  taking  the  gospel  into  every  part  of  people's  lives. 

"It  must  have  as  an  objective  to  take  the  gospel,  not  just  to 
the  whole  world,  but  into  the  nooks  and  crannies  of  people's 
lives  where  they  struggle  with  depression,  anxiety,  parent-child 
problems,  eating  disorders  and  marriage  difficulties,"  Williams 
said.  "We  tend  to  think  of  the  Great  Commission,  the  missionary 
mandate,  as  'up  and  out'  and  it  is,  but  there's  another  sense  of  the 
Great  Commission  as  we  take  it  to  every  single  part  of  our  lives. 
The  gospel  applies  to  everything  in  your  life  -  not  just  to  get  you 
saved  -  but  to  what  you  are  doing  today." 

Williams  said  the  goal  of  Biblical  counseling  is  to  present 
Jesus  Christ  as  the  solution,  just  as  any  missionary  in  a 
foreign  culture  is  doing. 

"If  all  I  do  is  help  a  person  feel  better  or  function  better, 
and  they  still  don't  know  Jesus  and  they  haven't  moved 
closer  to  God  as  a  result  of  my  counseling,  I  may  have  just 
air-conditioned  a  train  that  is  headed  for  hell,"  Williams  said. 
"It's  not  enough  to  help  people  simply  feel  and  function 
better.  Christian  counseling  has  the  same  aim  that  the  gospel 
has.  It's  worldwide;  it's  everybody,  everywhere  and  in  every 
part  of  our  lives." 

He  said  he  believes  as  Christians,  we  have  the  resources 
(in  God's  word  and  in  his  Son)  to  help  people  in  better  ways 


than  the  secular  world  can  provide.  One  of  the  ways  Christian 
counselors  can  better  counsel  people  is  by  recognizing  that 
counseling  is,  in  fact,  discipleship  in  one  of  its  truest  forms. 
While  it  may  not  be  an  aspect  of  ministry  usually  associated 
with  the  Great  Commission,  Williams  said  the  Great 
Commission  commands  us  to  make  disciples  of  all  people, 
a  deep  form  of  counseling  that  uses  the  Bible  to  address  the 
problems  ot  the  heart. 

"Our  aims  here  are  very  missionary,"  Williams  said. 
"In  many  ways,  great  Christian  counseling  is  a  form  ot 
individualized,  targeted  discipleship.  While  discipleship  is 
not  all  counseling  is,  it  is  a  form  of  one-on-one,  individually 
tailored  discipleship." 

Williams  emphasized  there  is  still  much  room  to  grow 
for  the  field  of  counseling.  There  are  still  a  multitude  of  ways 
counseling  must  return  back  to  its  focus  on  the  heart,  in  a 
messianic  and  missional  way.  However,  with  Southeastern's 
new  accreditation  program,  he  hopes  to  see  the  convergence 
ot  Christian  counseling  and  the  secular  world  occur. 

"For  too  long,  Christian  counseling  has  interfaced  with 
the  secular  world,  has  been  in  that  world,  and  has  been  too 
much  of  it.  It's  like  a  missionary  going  into  another  culture 
and  over  time  they  become  more  like  the  culture,  the  fallen 
parts  of  the  culture,  rather  than  presenting  a  distinctive, 
winsome,  gracious,  redemptive  effect  on  that  culture,"  he 
said.  "If  we  have  the  right  form  of  counseling,  because  it's 
grounded  in  God's  word  and  because  it  has  the  right  gospel 
instinct,  why  would  we  just  keep  it  within  our  churches?" 

The  Great  Commission  Resurgence  and 
North  American  Church  Planting 

Reaching  people  within  the  United  States  is  not  just 
a  matter  ot  planting  new  churches,  but  ot  making  robust 
disciples  out  ot  all  believers,  believes  Ed  Stetzer. 

Stetzer,  who  is  a  visiting  professor  in  missiology  at 
Southeastern,  serves  as  the  Director  ot  LifeWay  Research,  as 
well  as  the  Missiologist  in  Residence  there.  His  experience 
in  planting  churches,  both  domestically  and  abroad,  has 
allowed  him  to  scrutinize  the  church  and  its  actions.  As  he 
studies  the  trends  of  Southern  Baptists,  he  said  he  has  seen  a 
decline  in  the  ability  to  successfully  reach  non-believers. 

"We  are  a  declining  denomination,  increasingly 
ineffective  at  reaching  and  serving  people  far  from  Christ," 
Stetzer  said.  "Honestly,  I  don't  care  so  much  about  the 
numbers,  but  I  do  care  that  we  are  reaching  less  and  less 
people  year  after  year." 

As  a  denomination,  Stetzer  said  he  sees  several  things 
severely  limiting  a  Great  Commission  focus,  thereby 
hindering  the  spread  of  the  gospel. 


"First,  we  have  to  deal  with  the  continued  loss  ot  SBC 
leaders,"  he  said.  "Vacant  seats  still  exist  at  the  SBC  table 
for  the  ethnic  and  generational  diversity  that  matches  the 
America  we  are  attempting  to  reach.  The  departure  by  the 
future  leaders  of  our  convention  has  led  to  fewer  church 
plants,  missionaries  and  energetic  pastors  to  lead  our 
faltering  churches." 

He  said  another  issue  Southern  Baptists  are  dealing  with 
is  the  infighting  so  often  found  within  SBC  churches  and 
among  churches. 

"Satan  has  used  our  incessant  bickering  over  non- 
essentials to  promote  his  last  great  mission  on  earth — to 
keep  lost  people  lost,"  Stetzer  said. 

He  said  the  key  to  overcoming  these  is  to  refocus  on  the 
gospel. 

"We  must  recover  a  gospel  centrality  and  cooperate 
in  proclaiming  that  gospel  locally  and  globally. ..The  time 
grows  increasingly  urgent." 

Stetzer  said  he  sees  church  planting  growing  in  numbers 
and  prominence  among  pre-existing  churches,  and  he 
believes  North  American  church  planting  will  continue  to 
grow  in  influencing  non-believers.  However,  he  recognizes 
church  plants  alone  will  not  be  able  to  fulfill  the  Great 
Commission  in  North  America  -  it  will  take  the  cooperation 
of  all  churches. 

"We  will  need  to  revitalize  tens  of  thousands  of  SBC 
churches — refocused  on  the  gospel  and  mission,"  Stetzer 
said.  "We  will  not  reach  American  through  church  planting 
alone." 

Akin  said  the  goal  of  the  Great  Commission 
Resurgence  is  to  draw  people's  attention  to  the  fact  there 
needs  to  be  a  unified  voice  and  goal  among  Southern 
Baptists:  the  goal  of  reaching  people  with  the  good  news 
of  Jesus.  The  time  has  come  to  build  upon  the  work  of  the 
Conservative  Resurgence  by  being  theologically  sound 
and  missionally-minded. 

"I  say  over  and  over  and  over  that  being  a  very  passionate 
missionary  and  being  a  very  good  theologian  are  not 
mutually  exclusive;  rather  they  naturally  complement  one 
another  and  they  should  go  together,"  Akin  said.  "We're  not 
just  trying  to  win  converts,  immerse  them  underwater  and 
move  on.  We  want  to  disciple  people  who  love  the  Lord  their 
God  with  all  their  heart,  with  all  their  soul  and  with  all  of 
their  mind." 

Robinson  said,  "With  our  renewed  emphasis  on  the 
Great  Commission  in  the  SBC,  it  is  my  prayer  that  we  will 
once  again  see  the  church  as  a  living  organism  that  God 
created  to  be  fruitful  and  multiply,  filling  the  earth  with  the 
glory  of  Christ."

It  is  hard  not  to  notice  Richard  and  Gina  Headrick  as  they  make  their 
way  across  the  campus  ot  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 

While  his  long  pony-tail  and  her  vibrantly-colored  outfit  grab 
attention,  it  is  the  enthusiastic  and  warm  manner  in  which  they  greet 
old  friends  and  new  students  alike  that  makes  others  take  notice. 
Walking  across  the  campus,  they  say  hello  to  nearly  everyone  they 
pass.  It  is  this  obvious  love  for  people  that  has  taken  the  Headricks, 
long-time  supporters  of  Southeastern,  around  the  globe  for  the  last  12 
years  to  visit  students  serving  on  the  international  mission  field. 

The  couple  met  22  years  ago,  when  Gina  was  hired  by  Richard's 
company,  Headrick  Signs  and  Graphics,  a  company  started  by  his 
father.  Both  freely  admit  the  early  years  of  their  "relationship"  consisted 
more  of  arguing  with  one  another  than  having  any  sort  of  romantic 
feelings.  However,  once  Richard  allowed  Christ  to  be  Lord  of  his  lite,

opportunity  as  a  "God-thing. 

The  students  and  their  families  were  spending  two  or  three  years  of 
their  educational  experience  serving  overseas  as  part  of  Southeastern's 
Master's  of  Divinity  in  International  Church  Planting  track,  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  2+2  program. 

"He  said  he  had  to  go  rescue  some  students  who  were  in  trouble 
and  get  them  out  of  the  country,"  Richard  said.  "I  told  him  he  couldn't 
go,  since  he  was  president  of  this  and  that.  He  said,  I've  got  to  go. 
They're  my  kids.'  So,  I  went  with  him  as  his  body  guard." 

It  was  during  that  trip  that  the  Pattersons  asked  the  Headricks  to 
consider  going  around  the  world  and  visiting  the  2+2  students. 

"He  said,  'Would  you  pray  about  it?'  Me  and  Gina  looked  at  each 
other  and  said,  'We  don't  need  to  pray  about  it.  We  knew  God  wanted 
us  to  do  something,"  Richard  said.

their  friendship  began  to  grow  into  more. 

"For  about  five  years,  we  really  couldn't  stand  each  other...  He  did 
a  lot  of  things  a  Christian  shouldn't  do,  even  though  he  said  he  was 
one,"  Gina  said.  However,  once  he  really  became  a  believer,  Gina  said 
her  opinion  of  him  changed.  "The  Bible  talks  about  the  old  man  and 
the  new  man.  I  couldn't  stand  the  old  man,  but  the  new  man  -  there 
was  something  special  about  him!" 

During  the  early  days  of  their  relationship  and  marriage,  Richard 
said  they  saw  his  company  hit  rock-bottom, 
including  incurring  over  S30  million  in 
debt. 

"God  continually  blessed,  and  blessed, 
and  blessed  us.  He  rebuilt  our  business, 
and  now  it's  great.  We  owed  S33  million 

during  that  time,  and  now  we  owe  hardly  anything.  God  just  reversed 
everything  and  took  us  to  a  new  level  where  we  understood  what  being 
good  stewards  of  his  blessings  were,"  Richard  said.  "Now,  basically 
everything  we  do  is  for  him.... All  the  profits  go  into  working  for  the 
kingdom." 

After  their  marriage  in  1993,  the  couple  began  dreaming  about 
spending  time  traveling  and  visiting  missionaries.  However,  it  wasn't 
until  then-president  of  Southeastern  Paige  Patterson  had  to  go  and 
help  out  some  of  the  "2+2  students"  that  the  Headricks  saw  the

"He  said  they  'd  double  our  pay  every  year,  which  started  out  as  SO," 
Richard  said.  "Well,  you  can't  really  double  zero!" 

The  first  trip  to  visit  the  2+2  students  and  their  families  was  1 2 
years  ago.  For  the  first  four  years  of  their  journeys  to  visit  the  student 
missionaries,  the  Headricks  were  gone  an  average  ot  nine  months 
out  of  the  year.  Now,  they  have  become  involved  in  a  myriad  of  other 
ministries,  thereby  not  allowing  them  as  much  time  to  visit  the  2+2 
students.  They  said,  however,  their  most  recent  trips  are  a  combination 
of  visiting  2+2  students  and  former  2-2 
students  who  are  now  career  missionaries. 

It  is  their  love  for  the  students  and  their 
assuredness  that  through  the  trips,  they  are 
contributing  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  Great

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Southeastern's  trustees  on  April  15  unanimously 
approved  plans  for  the  second  phase  of  the 
school's  decade-long  fundraising  campaign,  with 
a  stated  goal  of  $17  million. 

Projects  to  be  funded  through  the  campaign 
include  renovations  to  the  school's  library, 
scholarships  for  undergraduate  students, 
endowed  faculty  chairs,  and  the  school's  Lewis 
A.  Drummond  Center  for  Great  Commission 
Studies,  among  others. 

School  administrators,  who  have  been 
working  on  plans  in  the  so-called  "silent  phase" 
of  the  capital  campaign  for  years,  were  pleased  to 
have  such  enthusiastic  approval  from  the  board. 

"Fundamentally,  this  campaign  is  not 
about  money"  said  Daniel  Akin,  Southeastern 
president.  "It  is  about  fulfilling  the  Great

as  gifts  that  will  come  to  the  Seminary  in  the 
future. 

When  gifts  fund  an  endowment,  the 
principal  is  not  spent.  Endowment  funds  are 
created  for  the  purpose  of  generating  a  stream 
of  income  in  perpetuity.  Such  funds  may  be 
created  for  a  variety  of  purposes.  By  spending 
only  a  portion  ot  the  income  produced  by  the 
endowment  funds  and  reinvesting  remaining 
earnings,  Southeastern  provides  inflation- 
adjusted  support  for  scholarships,  professorships 
and  chairs,  and  other  programs  for  as  long  as 
Southeastern  exists. 

Future  support  comes  in  a  variety  of  forms.

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The  most  basic  and  popular  way  to  make  a 
future  gift  is  with  a  will.  Life  income  gifts  (e.g. 
charitable  gift  annuities)  are  also  quite  popular 
because  they  allow  donors  to  retain  income  from 
their  donated  assets  and  secure  professional 
management  of  those  assets  while  also  making  a 
significant  gift  with  associated  tax  benefits. 

While  future  gifts  are  not  available  for  the 
seminary's  current 
use,  they  represent 
an  essential  part  ot 
any  healthy  financial 
development  effort. 
Future  gifts  often 
constitute  the  largest 

gift  an  individual  or  couple  will  ever  make, 
and  they  encourage  us  to  move  forward  with 
confidence,  knowing  we  will  meet  the  challenges 
of  tomorrow  because  of  the  plans  our  alumni  and 
friends  are  making  today. 

We  are  oft  to  a  great  start.  The  current 
endowment,  valued  at  $24  million  on  July  31, 
2007,  enables  us  to  support  students,  faculty, 
and  staff  in  a  way  which  would  otherwise  be 
impossible.  Donors  are  bridging  the  gap  between 
dreaming  and  doing  every  day,  but  many  dreams 
remain. 

Where  to  Begin:  Funding 
Priorities 

Opportunities  to  take  the  gospel  to  the 
lost  and  hurting  are  not  lacking.  Hie  planning 
challenges  for  phase  two  came  not  in  finding 
areas  needing  support  but  in  determining 
where  to  begin.  After  much  prayer  and  patient 
discussion,  the  administration  identified  several 
areas  where  support  is  most  needed  as  we  focus 
on  Fulfilling  the  Great  Commission. 

The  most  pressing  needs  include:  the 
Southeastern  Fund,  Patterson  Hall  (furnishings), 
Library  Renovation,  Lewis  A.  Drummond 
Center  for  Great  Commission  Studies, 
Academic  Endowment  (endowed  chairs),  and 
Undergraduate  Scholarships. 

The  Southeastern  Fund  -  $5.5  million 

The  Southeastern  fund  provides  support  for 
the  ongoing  operational  needs  of  the  Seminary. 
Its  importance  to  the  lite  and  health  of  the 
Seminary  cannot  be  overstated. 

When  alumni  and  friends  support  the 
Southeastern  Fund,  they  provide  President  Akin 
the  resources  he  needs  to  lead  with  confidence 
as  he  embraces  new  opportunities  and  steers  us

clear  of  unforeseen  challenges. 

While  we  must  grow  Southeastern's 
endowment,  we  cannot  neglect  what  God  is 
doing  now.  Annual  gifts  totaling  $250,000 
provide  the  same  purchasing  power  as  a  $5 
million  endowment. 

Alumni  director  Albie  Brice  believes,  "A  goal 
of  $5.5  million  is  attainable  if  eveiy  alumnus  who 
has  been  blessed  by 
this  seminary  rises 
to  the  occasion  and 
regularly  supports  the 
school  at  whatever 
level  he  or  she  can.  The 
goal  is  challenging,  but 

together,  we  can  do  it!" 

Patterson  Hall  -  $700,000 

Patterson  Hall  now  stands  as  a  testament 
to  the  exceptional  quality  and  fiscal  discipline 
we  demand  of  ourselves  when  taking  on  capital 
projects.  However,  we  have  not  yet  raised  the 
funds  needed  to  furnish  the  building  which  will 
house  22  faculty  offices,  the  Ph.D.,  D.Min.  and 
Ed.D.  programs,  the  L.  Russ  Bush  Center  for 
Faith  and  Culture  and  several  new,  state-of-the- 
art  classrooms. 

As  of  March  20,  we  have  received  nearly 
$258,000  of  the  $700,000  needed.  Patterson  is 
slated  to  open  this  fall  to  alleviate  some  of  the 
space  pressures  associated  with  a  burgeoning 
student  body  and  growing  faculty.

A  new  HVAC  system  will  enable  zone- 
specific  climate  control  throughout  the  library  - 
a  needed  feature  for  preserving  the  archives  and 
a  welcome  one  for  students  who  often  dress  in 
layers  to  visit  the  library. 

Fifty-tour  percent  ot  high  school  graduates 
consider  the  library  an  important  factor  in 
deciding  whether  to  attend  a  particular  college  or 
university.  While  buildings  and  technology  do 
not  save  people,  they  are  a  vital  part  of  equipping 
students  to  engage  an  ever-changing  world  with 
the  unchanging  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  New 
furnishings,  carpet,  seating,  computers,  and 
updated  rest  rooms  will  dramatically  improve  the 
overall  "feel"  of  the  library,  creating  an  inviting 
place  for  serious  theological  study  and  research. 

Lewis  A.  Drummond  Center  for  Great 
Commission  Studies  -  $2  million 

Missions  and  evangelism  are  at  the  very  heart 
of  Southeastern,  thus  our  commitment  to  "Every 
classroom  a  Great  Commission  classroom."  In 
addition  to  equipping  students  tor  a  lifetime 
in  international  missions,  the  Center  for  Great 
Commission  Studies  also  provides  opportunities 
for  students  who  remain  in  the  states  to  take 
part  in  short-term  mission  trips.  Mission  trips 
require  a  significant  level  of  planning  and  staffing 
support,  and  our  students  often  cannot  go 
on  a  mission  trip  unless  someone  helps  them 
financially.

Renovation  of  the 
Library  -  $3  million 

"You  can't  judge

The  existing  space 
configuration,  shelving,  lighting,  plumbing 
and  electrical,  furnishings,  and  climate-control 
features  mask  a  truly  great  library. 

Renovating  the  library  stands  as  another 
urgent  priority.  As  the  undergraduate  and 
graduate  programs  expand  and  the  collective 
breadth  and  depth  of  expertise  among  our 
faculty  grows,  the  demand  for  books  and  journals 
only  increases.  The  planned  renovation  offers  a 
redesigned  layout  to  better  utilize  the  library's 
existing  space  and  free  up  room  for  providing 


programming,  and/ 
or  operating  costs.  By 
supporting  the  Center,

Furthermore,  the  Student 
Aid  Office  currently  has  few  resources  available 
to  assist  men  and  women  who  are  considering 
Southeastern's  undergraduate  programs.  By 
supporting  this  initiative,  donors  will  provide 
an  important  means  of  helping  undergraduates 
afford  a  first-rate,  Christ-centered  education. 

Planned  Giving  -  $1.3  million 

In  addition  to  raising  funds  for  current 
needs,  phase  two  will  include  an  emphasis  on 
supporting  the  future  growth  and  success  of 
Southeastern  through  planned  and  deferred  gift 
commitments.

feasibility  study  among  some  of  Southeastern's 
core  donors  to  determine  whether  launching  the 
public  portion  of  phase  two  of  the  campaign  at 
this  time  was  a  good  idea.

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Hunt  challenges  Southeastern  family, 
future  missionaries  to  obey  the  call 

The  greatest  call  of  God  on  your  life  is  not 
the  call  to  an  opportunity,  but  first  to  Christ  and 
then  to  a  place  of  service. 

In  a  message  entitled  "The  Call" Johnny  Hunt 
challenged  the  Southeastern  family  to  examine 
how  and  to  where  they  have  been  called,  and 
think  about  what  the  call  ot  God  has  meant  for 
their  lives.  Hunt,  pastor  of  First  Baptist  Church 
ot  Woodstock,  Ga.,  spoke  during  Southeastern;; 
chapel  service  on  April  15.  The  service,  which  is 
known  as  the  commissioning  service,  also  was  a 
special  time  to  pray  over  the  many  students  and 
families  about  to  enter  service  on  the  mission 
field. 

Speaking  out  of  1  Timothy  1:8,  Hunt  said 
Timothy  had  the  call  to  serve  God  and  serve  the 
church  and  his  commission.  He,  as  people  are  now, 
was  duty-bound  to  obey  the  Lord  in  that  calling. 

"I'm  under  divine  mandate  to  do  it,"  Hunt 
said  The  mandate  is  to  worship  the  Lord  and 
make  his  name  known  among  the  nations. 

"When  you  know  what  you're  called  to  do 
-  you're  called  to  preach  the  word,  to  embrace 
Christ,  to  love  him  and  to  make  him  known  - 
then  you  don't  have  to  read  the  latest  book  to 
decide  what  you're  supposed  to  do.  You  just 
keep  doing  what  you're  called  to  do.  It  doesn't 
change  every  two  years  with  the  latest  fad,"  Hunt 
said.  "I'D  tell  you  what  I've  found  in  31  years: 
The  only  thing  that  is  going  to  reach  anybody  is 
the  gospel  of  God's  son,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Preach  the  word!" 

Hunt  said  there  is  a  call  from  without, 
which  is  the  call  to  obey.  This  type  of  call  is  an 
affirmation  from  the  church  of  the  call  God  has

placed  in  a  person's  own  heart. 

"A  servant  of  the  Lord  is  duty-bound  to 
carry  out  his  ministries,"  Hunt  said.  "I'd  like  to 
say  to  everyone,  regardless  of  where  you  serve 
or  where  you're  going,  I  hope  you're  going  tor 
one  reason:  'I've  got  to.'  Then,  when  you  come  to 
the  place  where  you're  saying  'I've  got  to'  you'll 
begin  saying,  T  get  to.' 

"If  you're  called  to  do  it,  God  forbid  you  tell 
the  commander-in-chief  you  won't  serve  there," 
Hunt  continued.  "Wherever  you  go,  answer  the 
questions,  'Am  I  doing  it  because  I  am  called?"' 

At  the  end  of  Hunt's  message,  students  who 
are  about  to  deploy  to  various  parts  of  the  world 
came  forward  to  be  prayed  for.  Many  of  them 
are  going  overseas  for  two  or  three  years  as  the 
final  part  of  their  Master's  of  Divinity  degree  in 
International  Church  Planting,  also  known  as 
2+2  or  2+3.  Along  with  those  degree  students 
and  their  families,  students  and  faculty  going 
overseas  on  short-term  trips  this  summer  also 
came  down  to  be  prayed  over. 


Prof  wins 
book  award 

A  Southeastern  preaching  professor's 
debut  book  has  won  a  Book  of  the  Year 
award  from  Christianity  Today's  resource 
web  site,  PreachingToday.com 

Spirit-Led  Preaching,  written  by  Greg 
Heisler,  assistant  professor  of  preaching,  won 
the  coveted  prize  as  the  book  that  best  nourishes 
the  evangelical  preacher's  soul.  "I  am  humbled 
by  the  award,  and  I  continuously  remind  myself 
of  how  the  Lord  saw  fit  to  bring  it  into  print, 
and  now  how  the  Lord  is  the  one  to  receive  the 
glory." 

Heisler's  book,  which  was  published  by 
B&H  Publishing  Group,  thoroughly  examines 
how  the  Holy  Spirit  illuminates  and  empowers 
the  preacher,  opens  the  hearts  of  the  hearers 
and  applies  the  message  to  their  lives.  Several  of 
those  on  the  awards  committee  noted  how  the 
book  spoke  to  an  area  often  neglected  by  modern 
preaching,  and  how  the  book  was  challenging  in 
their  own  lives. 

Brian  Larson,  editor  ofPreachingToday.com, 
said  that  the  book  fills  a  much-needed  void. 

"While  preaching  skills  are  important,  they 
are  secondary,"  Larson  said.  "Primary  is  being  a 
man  or  woman  of  God  and  having  his  mysterious 
hand  upon  you  when  you  try  to  speak  for  him. 
This  book  helped  me  think  more  about  that  and 
strengthened  my  faith  that  it  can  happen." 

Heisler  said  he  wrote  Spirit-Led  Preaching 
for  one  overriding  reason:  to  bring  about  a  fresh 
dependence  on  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  pulpit. 

"We  are  flooded  with  books  on  techniques, 
skills,  mechanics  and  methodologies  -  yet  very 
few  on  how  the  dynamic  ministry  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  empowers  preaching,"  he  said.  "It  is  right 
and  proper  to  emphasize  the  Word,  but  never  to 
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the  extent  that  we  exclude  the  Holy  Spirit  who 
inspired  it,  who  illumines  it,  and  who  empowers 
both  the  preacher  to  preach  and  the  listener  to 
embrace  the  Word  of  God." 

BOV  offered 
chance  to  reach 
'Beyond  the 
Borders' 

Southeastern's  Board  of  Visitors,  friends 
and  supporters  of  the  institution,  came 
to  campus  to  learn  how  Southeastern  is 
reaching  "Beyond  the  Borders,"  and  left 
with  a  challenge  to  get  involved 

During  their  three  days  of  meetings  on 
April  13-15,  the  Board  of  Visitors  converged  on 
campus  to  hear  reports  on  how  Southeastern 


is  making  a  difference  in  the  nations.  During 
their  time  together,  the  BOV  was  challenged  to 
continue  supporting  the  institution  and  to  get 
more  deeply  involved  with  the  work  of  student 
missionaries  who  are  serving  across  the  globe. 

One  focus  of  the  week  was  those  students 
who  are  reaching  people  for  Christ  in  nations 
around  the  world.  These  students,  part  ot 
the  "2+2  program",  are  earning  their  Master's 
of  Divinity  Degree  in  International  Church 
Planting  by  spending  two  or  three  years  of  their 
educational  experience  working  as  missionaries 
abroad. 

Building  on  the  challenge  given  earlier  in 
the  day  by  BOV  member  Richard  Headrick, 
Akin  agreed  that  those  who  cannot  physically 
go  overseas  themselves  ought  to  "adopt"  a 
2+2  student  and  their  family,  agreeing  to 
support  them  with  prayers,  gifts,  cards,  e-mails, 
communication  and  visits. 

Headrick  and  his  wife,  Gina,  are  the  donors 
behind  the  newly-instated  Richard  and  Gina 


Headrick  Endowed  Chair  for  World  Missions, 
a  position  that  will  go  to  support  the  work  of  a 
faculty  member.  Headrick  challenged  the  Board 
members  to  consider  adopting  a  2+2  family. 
This  could  take  the  form  of  sending  gifts  of 
items  not  available  to  them,  sending  birthday 
and  anniversary  cards  (something  that  is  often 
forgotten,  he  said)  praying  diligently  for  them 
and  their  ministry,  visiting  the  students  and  their 
families  and  organizing  church  groups  to  go  and 
lend  aid,  among  other  things. 

The  challenge  to  become  actively  involved 
continued  during  the  banquet  held  on  the 
evening  ot  April  14. 

Paul  Akin,  a  current  student  in  the  2+2 
program,  spoke  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  and 
Board  of  Trustees  during  the  banquet  about 
the  passion  and  call  he  has  to  reach  lost  people 
in  Africa.  Along  with  his  wife  and  newborn  son, 
Akin  will  deploy  to  Airica  in  the  fall  at  part  of  the 
2+2  program. 

Akin  said  there  were  several  factors  he 


Undergraduate  program 
highlighted  with  new 
majors,  name  change 

School  to  offer  new  majors  in  Pastoral  Theology,  Missions 

Trustees  approved  key  changes  to  Southeastern's  undergraduate 
program  during  their  spring  meeting  April  15,  including  new  majors 
with  an  express  focus  on  missions  and  pastoral  ministry,  as  well  as  a 
new  name  for  the  school. 

Changes  approved  by  the  trustees  include  a  name  change  for 
the  school's  flagship  degree  program,  the  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  new 
majors  within  that  program.  The  school  will  now  offer  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  Christian  Studies  degree,  as  opposed  to  the  former  Bachelor  of 
Arts  in  Biblical  Studies. 

Further,  the  school  will  now  offer  bachelor's  level  studies 
concentrating  in  Pastoral  Ministry  and  Missions. 

Trustees  also  decided  the  undergraduate  school  will  now  be 
known  as  The  College  at  Southeastern,  a  change  which  better 
reflects  one  of  its  biggest  strengths  -  its  status  as  an  undergraduate 
school  of  a  thriving  Southern  Baptist  seminary.  The  college  was 
previously  known  as  Southeastern  College  at  Wake  Forest,  a  name 
which  sometimes  caused  confusion  with  Wake  Forest  University  in 
Winston-Salem,  N.C. 

"One  of  the  most  appealing  things  about  The  College  at 
Southeastern  is  that  we  are  a  college  on  the  campus  of  a  seminary, 
and  our  status  as  part  of  Southeastern  Seminary  allows  our  students 
to  take  advantage  of  academic  programs,  faculty  resources,  and  a 
way  of  life  on  campus  that  are  not  available  at  other  undergraduate 
institutions,"  said  Peter  Schemm,  dean  of  the  college.  "This  name 
change  reflects  that  strength." 

The  new  degrees  in  Pastoral  Ministry  and  Missions  provide  an 
opportunity  for  Southeastern  to  challenge  students  academically 
and  prepare  them  for  ministry. 


"Our  desire  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  those  students,  particularly 
Southern  Baptist  students,  who  come  here  to  prepare  for  a  lifetime 
of  vocational  ministry,"  Schemm  said.  "These  new  majors  allow  us  to 
appeal  to  potential  students  in  a  new  and  exciting  way." 

The  Pastoral  Ministry  major  offers  classes  in  pastoral  ministry, 
counseling,  discipleship  and  Bible  exposition.  The  Missions  major 
features  an  emphasis  on  intercultural  studies,  church  planting  and 
anthropology,  and  also  includes  a  semester  spent  ministering 
overseas  with  the  International  Mission  Board. 

"The  addition  of  the  missions  major  demonstrates  Southeastern's 
commitment  to  missions  on  both  the  undergraduate  and  graduate 
level,"  Schemm  said.  "It  also  allows  us  to  integrate  an  important 
component  of  our  core  curriculum  -  History  of  Ideas  seminars  - 
toward  a  very  practical  end:  students  will  take  what  they  have 
learned  concerning  great  ideas  and  engage  the  nations  with  the 
greatest  story,  the  message  of  the  gospel." 

Further,  a  major  in  Theology  was  also  included  in  the  curriculum 
changes.  That  major  was  formerly  known  as  the  Christian  Worldview 
program,  but  the  name  was  changed  to  better  reflect  the  overall 
emphasis  on  a  wide  variety  of  theological  issues,  including  systematic 
theology,  worldview  training,  and  apologetics. 

These  new  and  retooled  majors  bring  to  seven  the  number  of 
second  majors  offered  to  bachelor's  students  at  Southeastern: 
Pastoral  Ministry,  Missions,  Theology,  Humanities,  English,  History  and 
Music. 

Trustees  also  approved  a  new  initiative  called  the  Collegiate 
Partnership  program,  which  will  allow  qualified  undergraduates 
from  religious  studies  programs  -  including  Southeastern's  own 
undergraduate  program  and  those  of  other  Baptist  colleges  and 
universities  -  to  take  a  reduced  number  of  hours  to  receive  a  Master 
of  Divinity  degree  from  Southeastern  Seminary. 

In  essence,  the  partnership  program  allows  these  students  the 
chance  to  test  out  of  certain  core  classes  they  may  have  taken  at 
the  undergraduate  level,  or  in  some  cases  substitute  upper-level 
seminars  for  classes  they  have  already  had.  In  many  cases,  it  will 
allow  qualified  students  to  receive  a  Master  of  Divinity  degree  in  two 
to  two  and  a  half  years,  as  opposed  to  the  current  average  of  three 
to  four  years.

looked  at  to  confirm  the  certainty  of  his  calling 
overseas,  including  Scripture,  previous  mission 
experience  and  "the  Elliot  factor,"  speaking  of 
his  missionary  hero,  Jim  Elliot. 

"He  wasn't  looking  tor  longevity,  just 
significance,"  Akin  said. 

President  Akin  shared  the  story  of  another 
couple  serving  on  the  international  mission 
field  with  the  Board  members.  Telling  about 
how  they  lost  their  daughter  only  hours  after  her 
birth,  Akin  said,  "They  lose  their  little  girl,  come 
home  to  bury  her  and  immediately,  they  go  back 
to  the  field  because  that  is  where  God  has  placed 
them. 

"I  share  that  to  declare  we  are  proclaiming 
the  excellencies  of  Christ  in  the  midst  of  pain," 
Akin  said.  "I  pray  for  more  workers  in  the 
harvest."

Bush's  passing 
leaves  void  at 
Southeastern 

Many  students,  respected  writings  and 
Bush  Center  cement  dean's  legacy 

After  a  two-year  battle  with  cancer,  L.  Russ 
Bush  III,  noted  philosopher,  apologist,  author, 
professor,  pastor  and  friend  of  Southern  Baptists, 
went  to  be  with  the  Lord  on  January  23,  2008. 


Bush,  who  was  born  in  1944,  spent  his 
life  serving  the  church,  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  the  greater  evangelical 
community  in  a  number  of  capacities.  He 
served  most  recently  at  Southeastern  as  the  first 
director  of  the  L.  Russ  Bush  Center  for  Faith 
and  Culture  and  as  Distinguished  Professor  of 
Philosophy  ot  Religion. 

His  time  at  Southeastern  marked  a  turning 
point  in  the  leadership  of  the  institution,  and 
his  contributions  to  the  academic  environment 
ot  Southeastern  will  continue  on.  When  he 
first  began  as  dean  at  Southeastern,  during 
the  presidency  of  Lewis  A.  Drummond,  Bush 
was  one  of  the  few  conservative  voices  at  the 
institution.  Due  in  large  part  to  his  direction 
ot  the  faculty,  Southeastern  was  able  to  band 
together  tor  the  cause  of  reclaiming  a  sound 
theological  heritage. 

In  1 980,  at  the  beginning  of  the  "conservative 
resurgence"  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
Bush  and  (fellow  professor  at  the  time)  Tom 
Nettles  wrote  Baptists  and  the  Bible,  a  book 
which  called  tor  the  return  to  Biblical  inerrancy 
as  a  core  belief  of  the  denomination. 

"Russ  Bush  was  a  champion  and  faithful 
warrior  for  the  cause  of  Christ  and  the  Gospel," 
said  Daniel  Akin,  president  of  Southeastern. 
"His  work  Baptists  and  the  Bible. ..was  a 
landmark  in  the  battle  for  the  Bible  that  engulfed 
our  denomination.  Its  impact  is  still  being  felt 
today." 

David  Dockery,  president  of  Union 
University  in  Jackson,  Tenn.,  said,  "No  one 
will  ever  fully  know  all  that  Russ  Bush  did  to 
keep  the  doors  of  Southeastern  Seminary  open 


during  the  turbulent  years  of  transition  in  the 
late  1980s  and  the  early  1990s." 

In  more  recent  times,  Bush's  guidance 
was  instrumental  in  developing  the  Center 
for  Faith  and  Culture,  an  initiative  to  connect 
culture  and  the  church  by  being  an  example  of 
a  redeemed  community.  The  center  was  named 
tor  Bush  during  its  creation  in  2006,  because  he 
embodied  the  vision  of,  and  models  the  ministry 
of,  the  center. 

"He  was  a  giant  among  Southern  Baptists  in 
this  generation,  as  he  trained  literally  thousands 
of  students  through  his  teaching  and  writing  to 
think  well  about  the  Gospel  and  its  implications 
for  all  of  life,"  said  David  Nelson,  who  succeeded 
Bush  as  Dean  ot  the  Faculty  at  Southeastern. 
"Russ  Bush  gave  his  life  to  the  service  of  his  Lord 
and  the  kingdom  of  Christ." 

"Russ  Bush  was  my  teacher,  colleague  and 
friend.  He  was  a  man  of  absolute  integrity  and 
a  consistent  witness  to  the  Christ  he  loved  so 
dearly,"  Akin  said.  "My  love  and  respect  for  him 
goes  beyond  words.  I  will  miss  him,  but  I  rejoice 
knowing  I  will  see  him  again  in  glory." 

Bush  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  39  years, 
Cynthia  Ellen  McGraw  Bush,  and  two  children, 
Joshua  Russell  and  Bethany  Charis. 

Students  help 
at  Union 

Southeastern  group  spends  time 
landscaping,  serving  at  campus  hit  by 
tornado 

Very  little  evidence  remains  of  the  tornado 
that  struck  Union  University  on  February  S,  and 
Southeastern  students  did  their  part  to  aid  the 
Southern  Baptist  university  in  reconstructing 
their  campus  and  moving  forward. 

A  group  of  approximately  25  students 
went  to  aid  in  the  rebuilding  and  restoration  of 
Union's  campus  on  April  24-26.  The  campus, 
which  had  been  devastated  little  more  than  two 
months  prior,  showed  very  little  signs  of  the 
damage.  Instead,  the  landscape  of  the  200-acre 
campus,  located  in  Jackson,  Tenn.,  is  changing 
as  new  dorm  facilities  are  being  built  to  replace 
the  ones  which  were  destroyed  by  the  tornado. 

To  help  out  the  school,  Southeastern  staff 
and  students  traveled  during  their  spring  break 
to  work  on  landscaping  the  campus,  a  task  which 
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Around  Southeastern 

had  largely  been  neglected  as  maintenance  and 
rebuilding  efforts  were  focused  on  more  urgent 
matters. 

"We  saw  a  school  in  need,  and  wanted 
to  serve  them  any  way  that  we  could.  It  was 
encouraging  that  it  was  the  immediate  reaction 
of  the  students  to  go  and  help  Union,"  said 
Benjamin  Quinn,  marketing  coordinator  tor 
Southeastern's  Office  of  Student  Development. 

The  group  lent  their  hands  and  service  in 
helping  to  pull  weeds,  clean  out  flowerbeds 
(some  still  littered  with  insulation  from  the 
demolished  dorms)  and  plant  trees  on  the  west 
end  of  Union's  campus. 

"I  believe  our  students  involved  were 
encouraged  by  a  school  that  was  hit  so  hard, 
yet  has  bounced  back  so  quickly,"  Quinn  said. 
"Though  we  were  physically  able  to  help  Union 
by  doing  basic  landscape  work  around  campus,  I 
hope  the  greatest  benefit  was  the  encouragement 
we  offered  them  by  showing  our  love  and 
support."

Trustees 
approve  budget 
increase 

In  addition  to  approving  the  capital 
campaign  and  major  changes  to  The  College 
at  Southeastern,  during  their  spring  meeting 
Southeastern  trustees  also  OK'd  a  $21.3  million 
budget  and  elected  three  new  members  of 
Southeastern's  faculty. 

The  approval  of  a  $21.3  million  operating 
budget  represents  a  slight  increase  of  0.63%  over 
the  current  budget.  Akin  said  that  administrators 
worked  hard  to  cut  costs  so  that  tuition  increases 
could  be  kept  to  a  minimum  and  students  would 
not  be  affected.  Given  the  difficult  circumstances 
in  the  overall  economy,  Akin  said  they  did  a 
good  job. 

"That  we  even  increased  the  budget  at  all  is  a 
sign  of  God's  goodness,"  he  said. 

Further,  trustees  elected  three  new  faculty 
members:  Steven  Wade,  assistant  professor 
of  pastoral  theology;  Greg  Heisler,  associate 
professor  of  preaching  and  speech;  and  Tracy 
McKenzie,  assistant  professor  of  biblical  studies.
